These predictions for the five prime HF bands show the times when 
propagation is expected to be best from Los Angeles to several 
locations that are expected to be active during the coming month. Other times are possible, 
but with weaker signals or lower probability. Openings are not expected on bands that are 
not listed. A solar flux of 175, corresponding to a sunspot number of 137, and an average 
geomagnetic field are assumed. 


Sunrise/sunset times are at the DX location. All times are UTC.

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Elmer is back! 


Continuing on the subject of transmission 
lines we have the following question. 


1. 


The generator frequency is X anda 
quarter wave line of 70.71067812 
Ohm is placed between its output and 
the load. Is it the effective loss of the 
line equal to the typical line loss of 
the transmission line at frequency X 
or is it different? 


Answer: The only loss in the 
transmission line would be its 
characteristic insertion loss. 


Why ? 


Answer: The loss in a transmission 
line is always its characteristic loss. 


What's the power delivered to the 
load this time ? 


Answer: The power on the load this 
time is 100% or 100 Watts (excluding 
the insertion loss of the coax). The 
reason is that the 70.71067812 Ohm 
line is a quarter wave transformer. A 
1/4 line with impedance of 
Square_root(Zsource*Zload) will 
transform Zload into an impedance of 
Zsource at a quarter wave length. 
70.71067812 Ohms is the square 
root of the product of 50 Ohms and 
100 Ohms. 


Since the 50 Ohm source sees a 50 
Ohm load, no power is absorbed in 
the source. Sure, there is a standing 
wave pattern on the 70.71067812 
coax, but it is within the coax. Since 
the match only occurs at a line length 
of 1/4 wavelength, this is inherently a 
narrow band match.

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Ham Puzzle 
by Milt W 6RJO 


June puzzle solution: 


If you untwist the resistors in last 
months puzzle you will see it is sim- 
ply a standard bridge circuit. The dia- 
gram shows just one combination of 
resistors that will result in no current 
in the meter. 


We had a number of correct an- 
swers. A few are: 


Dear Editor: 


If no current is to flow through the 
amp meter, the voltage at each side 
of the current meter must be at the 
same. That is, the voltage at node 
R2,R4 must be equal to the voltage 
at node R6,R8 when referenced to 
the same point in the circuit, say 
node R5,R7, the negative side of the 
battery. When the voltage at these 
two nodes are equal then no current 
will flow in the meter. 


Since no current will flow in the me- 
ter branch of the circuit, the meter 
may be removed and the circuit re- 
drawn to reveal that if R1+R2 = R3 
+ R6 and R4 + R5 = R7 + R8 the 
voltages at the points where the 
meter was connect will be the same 
and no current would flow through 
the meter. It doesn't matter what 
the values of the individual resistors 
are. They can be anything as long 
as the two equations above are 
kept true.

It's a Wheatstone bridge. As such, 
it balances (no current thru the am- 
meter, i.e., no voltage drop across 
it) if the following ratios are main- 
tained: 

(3+6)/(7+8) = (1+2)/(4+5). Usually 
this is done by setting similar arms 
of the bridge equal to each other, e. 
g., (8+6) = (142) and (7+8) = (4+5). 
That's not necessary, however, as 
long as the ratios are maintained.

ELMER SEZ...... 


We are always getting questions about antennae. 
This is typical 


| am a typical City DXer. | want to put up some aerials. | 
am thinking of a triband (10-15-20) beam on a 50'-60' 
tower. Perhaps also a 40-m beam or a wire dipole or 
inverted-V. A simple 2- or 3element WARC beam for 
12 and 17 m and maybe also something to cover 30 
meters. 


a) What antennas are best? 

b) How should they be stacked? Does it matter? Why? 
c) What should the spacing be between them? 

d) Should the two beams be fed from one feed line (thus 
covering 5 bands with one feed). 

e) Should the two booms be parallel or perpendicular to 
each other? Or something else? Why? 

f) How best to add 30 meter capability. 


Elmer answers 

Tri-band recommendation: KT-34A or XA for 10-15-20. 
No traps, wide bandwidth due to two driven elements. 
Cushcraft A3WS or Force 12 for 12 & 17 meters spaced 
above the KT-34 at least 0.1 wavelength at the lowest 
freq. No suggestions on 2-el 40 m beam. No space at 
my QTH for anything but an inverted V slung from the 
tower, but it tunes up OK on 30 m. | can keep up with 
most of 'em on both 40 and 30 on a good day. 


A log periodic might also be appropriate for complete 
10-40 coverage if space is available. 


| have also used 3 dipoles made of #12 house wire fed 
from a common hub for 12, 17, 40, but stacking them 
vertically with spacers per the Handbook didn't work 
very well - too much interaction. | finally spread them 
out horizontally from the center hub like spokes of a 
wheel. MUCH better, almost no interaction, SWR no 
worse than 1.5:1 on all three bands. 


Caution: The center balun at the hub should be well 
clear of the tower as well as the dipole elements. Other- 
wise lots of rf in the shack as the tower re-radiates. 
(Logging computer does funny things with rf floating 
around the shack).

Chuck, KN6H sent us this one as a “proposal” for en- 
hancing the Field Day score for your club next year. 


Special Bonus Points and Awards 


25 points per antenna or power connection that had to be 
kluged because there were no mating connectors on hand. 100 
point bonus if ALL connections made without using clip leads or 
solder. An extra 50 points per 250' roll of duct tape used. 


500 points for getting a signal on the air without using any duct 
tape at all. 


50 points for installing a PL-259 while dangling from the mast, 
at least 15-feet above the ground. Extra bonus of 25 points for 
remembering to install the sleeve before soldering. Additional 5 
points if the sleeve was placed in the proper direction. 


50 points if 3 or more beam elements lie in the same plane with 
no greater than 10-degrees deviation. An extra 150 points if the 
plane is within 10-degrees of horizontal. 


50 points for each successful re-raising of the antenna if task 
was completed within 30-minutes of its falling. 


100 points per square inch of bandage material used to treat 
cuts and abrasions incurred while erecting the antenna or trying 
to position the generator. (You may substitute 500 points per 
stitch -- whichever is greater) 


Lack of Culinary Adventure Penalty: deduct 20 points per can of 
Dinty Moore beef stew eaten. Cancel penalty if eaten cold. 


Ben Franklin Bonus: 10 points per contact made during a se- 
vere thunderstorm. Additional bonus of 2 points per contact 
made under a collapsed tent. Additional bonus of 2 points per 
contact if tent interior is flooded with more than 3-inches of wa- 
ter. 


Add 10 points per dollar value of damage caused to any trans- 
mitting or receiving apparatus that was known to be working at 
the onset of the Field Day weekend. 


10 points per inhaled moth or fly, while speaking into the micro- 
phone. 5 points per stuffed mosquito, squashed on log; must 
submit log. 


25 points for receiving a "59" signal report from a station who 
had to ask you to repeat your "check" over 10-times. (Or giving 
a "36" signal report to a station known to be running an auto- 
mated contest exchange system.) 


The "Yeah, Right" Bonus: add 100 points for each 20-meter net 
control operator who appears on your frequency -- and, who, 
after listening to your plea, apologizes and politely agrees to let 
you continue.
